The Illinois Training school, which has 
been supplying the nursing service in the 
county hospital for thirty-three years, de- 
clines to ight longer with the county board 
and its legal advisers, State's Attorney 
Hoyne and his assistant, Charles Center 
Case Jr. The women who supervise the 
school gratis feel they have been perse- 
cuted, assailed, and charged with pay roll 
padding and collecting money dishonestly 
from the county. 

“TI have lived in Chicago many years, and 
I'll permit no man to intimate I'm a thief,” 
asserted Mrs. Orson Smith, treasurer of the 
institution, yesterday. This is typical of the 
expressions of other women against the criti- 


cisms of their school by Messrs. Hoyne an 


Case. They called a halt yesterday after- 
noon, Unless they can obtain what they 
class as fair treatment, they will quit the 
hospital. 

Women Serve Written Notice. 
The women officials of the school served 
written notice on the county commissioners 
as follows: 

“If the county board at its next meeting~— 
on May 18—does not authorize the payment 
of $16,245, being money due the school for 
nursing services at the county hospital dur- 
ing April, 1914, and also authorize the im- 
mediate signing of a contract on the basis 
of the one submitted te Assistant State's 
Attorney Case on March 28 and now in the 
possession ot the office of the state’s attor- 
hey, the school will be obliged on the fol- 
lowing day, May 19, to withdraw every per- 
son now furnished by the Illinois Training 


School for Nurses for service in all depart- 4 


ments of the Cook county hospital.” 

This was read by Mrs. tra Couch Wood, 
president of the school, at a meeting of the 
finance committee of the county board. Mr. 
Case, who was present, immediately char- 
acterized the statement as a threat and 
slapped back at the school as follows: 

“The state’s attorney’s office never will 
advise the signing of that contract, which 
is worse than last year’s.” 


“No Threat,” Says Mrs. Wood. 

“I have not made a threat,“ responded 
Mrs. Wood. It is only a statement of fact. 
We shall be obliged, as the statement reads, 
to withdraw, because we cannot meet a 
monthly pay roll of $8,000 without an in- 
come.” 

Later Mrs. Wood added privately: “ We 
mean exactly what we have said. We sha!’ 
do exactly what our statement says 
One force supporting the attack upon the 
School is the Illinole State Association of 
Hospital Managers. The members want to 
oust the Illinois Training school and com- 
mercialize the nursing service. Two years 
ego their scheme was well championed by 
Peter Bartzen. Three representatives of this 
Sascciation were present yesterday. They 
were Dr. Aime Paul Hineck, Dr. H. J. Hal- 
selder, and Dr. Frank Deacon. 

They openly stated they wanted the county 
to advertise for bids, and predicted they 
would do the work $30,000 a year cheaper 
than the Illinois Training school.

BANK AND BROKERS 
$200,000 VICTIMS? 


Bogus M:ntana Farm Mort- 
gages Said to Be Basis of 
Huge Swindie. 


Butte, Mont., May 8.—[Special.)—A Chi- 
cago banking institution, a stock broker 
named McKeen, and other Chicago men seem 
to have been defrauded out of about 3200, C00 
through bogus mortgages on farm land in 
the eastern part of Montana, especially in 
Meagher county. 

This was disclosed when R. N. Abercrom- 
bie, representing the broker, and F. J. Wegg, 
representing the bank, came to White Sul- 
phar Springs to investiagte a report from 
the county clerk that a number of abstracts 
of ranches, which had been sent on from 
Chicago for extensions, were bogus. A num- 
ber of mortgages and abstracts bore the 
forged signatures of a local abstract firm and 
notary. 


Loans to John H. Gerrett. 

The loans on the alleged bogus mortgages 
were made, it is said, to John H. Gerrett, a 
land promoter, who formerly was located at 
Harlowtown, Mont., but about two years 
ago moved to Chicago. 

Among a number of assigned mortgages 
only two were found to be genuine. 

When Gerrett went east he had options on 
several large ranches which he sold in par- 
cels, but being unable to make h!s payments 
he could not give title to the buyers and 
the original owners sued to set aside his 
contracts. He organized the Montana Farms 
company and the Musell Shell Valley Land 
and Live Stock company. 


DREXEL STATE NOT INVOLVED. 
A report that the bank was the Drexel 
State was denied by President M. B. Cot- 
trell. 

“Our bank never owned any Montana 
farm land mortgages,"’ he said. ‘‘ The bank 
is not losing a dollar on any Montana land 
deals. Neither have I personally invested 
there.“ 

“ Attorney Wegg is saidto have been sent 
to Montana as your representative,“ he was 
informed. ; 

“TI know M Wess; he has an office down- 
town.“ Mr. Cottrell replied, ‘* but he is not 
representing the bank. He must be there 
for others. I have heard rumors that some 
crooked work was going on and that Chi- 
cagoans had sustained losses.

FATHER-IN-LAW SILENT 


Mine Engineer’s Secret Marriage to 
Daughter of W. C. Egan 
Recalled. 


POLICE ARE GIVEN NO REPORT

Two days ago an invalid, lying in a wheel 
chair, was shot through the head. Physi- 
cians fear that the wound may be fatal, but 
barely a word of his condition has reached 
any one except his relatives, so closely has 
the secret been guarded. 

The shooting happened in the quaint cot- 
tage of W. C. Egan at Highland Park. It 
stands on the winding roadway of Vine 
avenue, at such a distance from its nearest 
neighbors that a gun or revolver discharged 
within its walle probably would not be 
heard. 

The place is so quiet and restful that 
Sewall Truax, Mr. Egan's son-in-law, was 
taken there several months ago when in- 
flammatory rheumatism compelled him io 
abandon the practice of his profession, 
mining engineering, at Cafion City, Colo. He 
was almost entirely helpless on Thursday 
morning when he was shot. 


Marriage Kept Secret. 

The last time Mr. Truax's name came be- 
fore Chicago newspaper readers with any 
prominence was in 1910, when, after almost 
two months of secrecy, it was disclosed he 
had married Miss Evva Egan in the west. 
The Egan family was well known along the 
north shore, and one of its members, a son, 
H. Chandler Egan, has held the national 
golf championship. For several years Miss 
Egan had been interested greatly in chari- 
table enterprises. She took a leading part 
in charity bazaars and entertainments. 
Mr. Truéx ig a son of Col. Sewall Truax of 
Tacoma, Wash., a member of a prominent 
western family, and no reason Was given for 
the secrecy surrounding the marriage. Mr. 
and Mrs. Egan denied there was any opposi- 
tion. The bridal couple visited Mrs, Truax’s 
parents for a day and then returned to Cafion 
City, where they took up their residence. 
Since that time two children have been born, 
Sewall and Ellen. 

When a rumor became current yesterday 
that Mr. Truax had been shot a reporter 
attempted to interview members of the fam- 
ily. Mr. Egan appeared on the porch, but 
protested against discussing the subject in 
any way. He did not deny that his son-in- 
law had been shot. 


“No One in the Room with Him.“ 
Won't you tell us how it happened?” he 
was asked. 

How do we know?“ he answered. 
was no one in the room with him.” 
At the residence of Dr. H. 8S. Haskin, the 
family physician, the reporter found equal 
reticence. 

“That is a professional matter I cannot 
discuss, said the doctor. 

„Will you say how seriously he was hurt?” 
„He cannot live more than three or four 
days. 

„Can you tell us how he was shot?” 

It would be improper for me to discuss 
that.“ 

Dr. Lloyd M. Bergen also was called on the 
case. A maid said he was ill and could not 


see a reporter. 


Unconscious Since the Shooting. 
The Highiand Park police said they had 
no report of the shooting, and inquiry failed 
to show that it was known to more thana 
half dozen residents of the suburb outside 
the Egan household. Those that had heard 
of it were not positive their information was 
correct. 

All were agreed that Mr. Truax had been 
unconscious since the shooting. As nearly 
as could be determined it happened about 
9:30 Thursday morning. No one knew 
whether a weapon had been found near the 
victim but one of the stories was that he had 
been shot with his own revolver. 


NEW YORK JUDGE GIBES 
CHICAGO MOVIE CENSORS. 


“There 


Criticises Judgment Displayed in Pass- 
ing on Films of an Eastern 
Picture Firm. 


New York, May 8.—({Special.J—The film 
censor board of Chicago came in for criticism 
by Judge Mayer of the United States Dis- 
trict court today. 

I guppose this board of censors is one of 
those delightful, local arrangements under 
which a volunteer body of highly virtuous 
persons attempts to tell other people how 
to manage their affairs, remarked the judge. 
It appears the Celebrated Players’ Film 
company entered into a contract with the 
Jesse L. Lasky Feature Film company last 
January, securing the exclusive rights to 
lease films of The Squaw Man and nine 
other photo-plays for the states of Illinois, 
Indiana, and Wisconsin for a period of five 
years. 

The agreement continued smoothly until 
the board of censors put the ban on Brew- 
sters’ Millions unless the prize fight scene, 
the holdup, the gambling scene, and the ab- 
duction scene were eliminated. 

Attorney Burket produced affidavits from 
the chief of police and the corporation coun- 
sel of Chicago voicing the opinion that the 
board of censors must have been inspired by 
Comstockian standards of morality in con- 
dermning the photoplay.

HUERTA TO STICK; 
SAYS SO HIMSELF 


Anncunces That He Has No 
Intention of Resigning or 
Running Away to Europe. 


\ 


New York, May 9.—[Special.]—The World 
prints an interview with Huerta obtained by 
Edwin Emerson on Wednesday in which the 
Mexican dictator is quoted as follows: 

Why should I resign? It is my duty to 
stay in my appointed place and hold tight 
the reins of government until such time as 
my term is up, or until the enemies of our 
, constitutional government shall succeed in 
definitely overthrowing me. 

Whatever may come, I shall certainly 
face my fate and take it as it comes. I know 
many American newspapers say that I am 
preparing to slip away and flee to Europe, 
but you who have known me as a soldier and 
who saw me on the battle days of Conejos. 
Rellano, and Bachimba must know me too 
well to believe me capable of such cowardice. 


Points to Volunteers. 
Apart from my political enemies who 
wish to put themselves and their followers 
in our places, and apart from the present 
leader of our old traditional enemy ia the 
north, who is clamoring for my resignation, 
all the best people of Mexico and of the 
most populous regions of the central and 
southern districts are standing behind me, 
and if you don't belleve it just look at the 
thousands of war volunteers marchinz 
through our streets every day acclaimirg 
our government. 
“Even the foreigners who are being 
wrenched from their profitable pursuits 
here, not by me, but by the cruelly alarming 
importunities of the American government, 
if they could have held a popular vote or 
could have had a census of their own, would 
not have hesitated to uphold me and my 
government, 
“I know it, because many of them have 
told me so, and many Americans here even 
went so far as to sign a public memorandum 
of protest on my behalf. 


Scores Northern Opponents, 
In my dealings with foreigners, all my 
efforts have always been toward correctness 
and fairness, which is certainly more than 
can be said of my political opponents in the 
north. What would be said of me, I ask, 
if I had shot down an Englishman, just be- 
cause he dared to voice a protest against my 
methods of government? 
What clamor would not have been raised 
against me in the United States if I had 
expelled and robbed and ruined Spaniards 
by a single stroke, as was done the other 
day in Torreon, thus committing an affront 
to Spain, but also to the American govern- 
ment since the Spaniards with other for- 
eigners in Torreon, so the American govern- 
ment had announced, were expresely placed 
under the protection of the American govern- 
ment, which was duly represented by a 
regular confidential diplomatic agent of the 
United States, who accompanied the rebels 
in the feld. 
„ This is another unheard of international 
proceeding, when it is remembered the 
belligerency of the rebels had not been rec- 
ognized by the United States. 


Calls Attention to Treaty. 
But in the face of the recent happenings 
at Vera Cruz how can the civilized world still 
expect any adherence to international prin- 
ciples of right from the United States? 
Between our republic and the repubiic 
of the north there has long stood a treaty uf 
international friendship and amity, by the 
terms of which both nations have agreed to 
respect each other's rights and integrity of 
national territory. 
“This treaty has never been abrogated. 
Yet without any declaration of war or even 
a declaration of blockade or any notice of 
any kind the president of this neighboring 
nation, which is bound to us by the afore- 
said treaty of friendship and amity, has 
taken it upon himself to refuse a ship of 
another friendly nation admittance to one 
of our ports, to cause his sailors and sol- 
diere to seize our principal custom house, 
to enter into an armed conflict with our 
people on their home soil, and to proceed 
to seize the entire civic government of the 
oldest city of our republic, at the same time 
confiscating or, commandeering the private 
property of many natives and foreigners. 
Let when our receipt of legally purchased 
arms was thus violently stopped, President 
Wilson's government had expressly lifted all

The City of Mexico is officially reported 
to be in imminent danger of capture by the 
forces of Generals Zapata and Villa, aided 
by revolting Federal soidiers of the com- 
mand of Gen. Velasco. 

To prevent the city from being looted and 
the foreigners of all nationalities outraged, 
among them Louis d’Antin, a clerk and in- 
terpreter of the American embassy, Presi- 
dent Wilson today consented to the plan of 
the army to dispatch heavy reinforcements

Denies Breaking Armistice. 

This protest was presented three days ago, 
and Secretary Bryan sent his reply to the 
mediators tonight. He asserted that no ag- 
gressive steps had been taken by the United 
States forces and that nothing had been 
done in violation of the suspension of hos- 
tilities. 

When the news of the probable advance 
was carried to the peace envoys a meeting 
of the three men was called at the Argentine 
legation. At the conclusionof the conference 
the Chilean minister made the following 
statement: ’ 

“Tf mediation comes to an end it win be 
not because of the withdrawal of our good 
offices, but because of the rejection of our 
good offices.” 

The minister added that Huerta’s charge 
that the United States has violated the arm- 
istice. which oarries with it the implication 
that he will be no longer bound by the agree- 
ment, would not serve as an interruption of 
the work of himself and his colleagues. 

The mediators believe that the armistice 
question raised by Huerta can be cleared 
away and that Huerta could be convinced 
that the United States had not viclated, in 
epirit at least, the armistice which had been 
agreed upon. 


Peace Delegates on Way. 

Word was received here tonight from the 
Huerta government that the Mexican peace 
delegates would leave Mexico City tomorrow 
for Niagare Falls, via Vera Cruz and Key 
West. 

In case the meeting of the representatives 
of the United States and Huerta should take 
place, the chief of the American mission will 
be Associate Justice Joseph R. Lamar of the 
Supreme court of the United States. His 
principal assistants will be Newton D. Baker, 
mayor of Cleveland, and Frederick W. Leh- 
mann of St. Louis, who served as eolicttor 
general of the United States under Taft. 

These delegates from the two countries 
may never meet. The sensational develop- 
ments of the day mean, it is predicted, the 
end of mediation. 


TROOPS READY TO MOVE. 

Galveston, Tex., May 8.—On orders from 
Washington today the Fourth and Sixth 
brigades of the United States army at Texas 
City were made ready to embark for Mexico 
at a moment's notice, and tonight the troops 
were ready to go aboard transports as quick- 
ly as orders were received. 

Three steamships, the Denver and Colorado 
of the Mallory line and Ossabew of the Texas 
City Steamship company, were chartered late 
today to be used as transports and carriers 
of army supplies. 

The Morgan line steamer Ei Valle is here 
and probably will be drafted for service. 

It was reported tonight that certain rall- 
roads had. been asked by the war department 
to keep themselves in readiness to handle a 
large number of troops on short notice. Maj. 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell will arrive here on 
Saturday or Sunday to take command of the 
Second division. 


Put Chartered Boat in Shape. 

Newport News, Va., May 8.— The Mer- 
chants’ and Miners’ steamer Dorchester, 
chartered by the government to carry ma- 
rines and munitions of war to Mexico, ar- 
rived at the local shipyard this afternoon to 
undergo alterations and be fitted out for 
accommodating troops. 


Two Other Ships Chartered. 
Boston, Mass., May 8.—The Steamer City of 
Memphis of the Savannah line was char- 
tered by the government today and ordered 
to proceed immediately to New York. The 
City of Macon of the same line, now at New 
York, is said to be included in the charter.

Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Special.]— 
Tampico is scheduled as one of the first 
places to be seized by the United States in 
case of further Mexican operations. 

A force of probably 4,000 or ö, % men will 
be landed there when the president gives the 
order and rushed to the oil fields to protect 
them from danger. 

Little difticulty is expected at Tampico. 
The most will be experienced in the landing 
of troops. This probably will be overcome 
by disembarkation both above and below the 
town under the protection of naval vessels. 

Although the larger warships will have to 
remain out in the gulf, the smaller ones will 
be able to go In as soon as the river is freed 
from mines. The monitor Ozark, now en 
route to Tampico, will be especially valuable 
for this service. 


Oil Fields Must Be Protected. 

The oil fields ex:ending out from Tampico 
must be protected at all hazards in the event 
of an American invasion. Americans and 
Europeans have millions of dollars invested 
in thern. European governments have served 
notice on this country that they look to the 
United States to protect their interests in 
Tampico as well as all the rest of Mexico.

ALL QUIET AT VERA CRUZ, 


Army Men. Hope to Be Able to 
Extend Lines to Defend 
Water Works Better. 


Vera Cruz, May 8.—Reports of rebel vic- 
tories continue to reach Vera Cruz both 
through refugees and in unofficial advices, 
the only sources of information through 
which the city learns what is going on else- 
where in Mexico. a 

It was reported today that Emillano Zapata 
had taken Cuernavaca, capital of the state 
ef Morelos, which is within forty miles of 
Mexico City. 

San Luis Potosi has fallem to the Constitu- 
tionalists, according to an unconfirmed 
rumor. 

A Mexican brought into the city today a 
report that Gen. Gustavo Maas has put to 
death nineteen of the convicts he released 
from prison just before the Americans occu- 
pied Vera Cruz. These men have been rob- 
bing and killing people in the region not pro- 
tected by either the Mexicans or the Amer- 
icans. 

The reports of rebel successes are still 
being suppressed in the capital, and few per- 
sons there know of Gen. Villa’s steady ap- 
proach from the north. 


Gen. Maas Releases Coxon. 

Gen. Gustavo Maas today released G. H. 
Coxon, manager of the Vera Cruz street rail- 
way company, whom he had held prisoner at 
Soledad. Mr. Coxon, who is a British sub- 
ject, arrived here today. 

Travelers who arrived here from the cap- 
ital today report that normal conditions exist 
there. 

Dr. Edward Ryan, who was condemned to 
execution at Zacatecas and later released, is 
reported to have arrived at Puerto Mexico. 
He will be sent direct to New Orleans. 

Consul Canada reports word from the Bra- 
zilian minister that a refugee train from 
Mexico City has arrived at Cordoba. The 
rcfugees are to be taken on board the steam- 
ship Esperanza at Puerto Mexico. It is 
stated that H. W. Thompson, J. Starr Hunt, 
and Burton Wilson are safe, and an Amer- 
ican, whose name was not learned and who 
was arrested in Mexico City, has been re- 
leased. 

The military situation in Vera Cruz is un- 
changed. 

The military officers are agreed that some 
extension of the American lines is desirable 
for the protection of the food and water 
supply of Vera Cruz. They desire the ex- 
tension to embrace the district all about the 
city. 


PROTESTS MADE BY REFUGEES. 

Washington, D. C., May 8.—Protest by 
American refugees from Tampico against 
the failure of the United States govern- 
ment to afford them protection was received 
today by Senator Stone, chairman of the 
senate foreign relations committee. 

The refugees asserted that at least 300 
American men, women, and children still 
were in the territory tributary to Tampico, 
and fear was entertained for their lives. 
The petition was drafted upon arrival of the 
refugees at Galveston. 

Since Tampico and the adjacent vicinity 
ia the only district in Mexico which had 
been practically undisturbed in the republic 
curing the three years’ revolution,” the peti- 
tion reads, we cannot help but feel that 
conditions making our exodus compulsory 
were brought about solely by the fact that 
our government failed to give us adequate 
protection at the critical moment. 


Will Lose All Properties. 

Had one American gunboat been allowed 
to remain in the harbor, it is believed that 
there would not have been any active demon- 
stration or attempt to destroy property, not- 
withstanding the bitter feeling toward Amer- 
loans.

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SEES POINT OF “INVASION.” 


Writes Bryan He Realizes Move Is 


Against Dictater Huerta. 


Washington, D. C., May 8-—Secretary of 
State Bryan today made public a long formal 
communication from Raphael Zubaran in be- 
half of Gen. Carranza as first chief of the 
Constitutionalist army, declaring the friend- 
ly attitude of the Constitutionalists toward 
the United States. 

The document was significant in reversing 
the position announced by Carranza im- 
mediately after the occupation of Vera Cruz, 
that he resented the occupation as a viola- 
tion of Mexican sovereignty. He now regards 
the American movement as directed against 
Huerta and not against the Mexican people 
as a whole, who, he says, are on friendly 
terms with the United States. 


Text of ansa Note. 

The text of the e follows: 

“The first chief of the Constitutionalist 
army, fully realizing the menace to the good 
relations between the people of Mexipo and 
that of its neighboring republic, the United 
States, arising out of the wanton conduct of 
the usurper Huerta, has delegated the under- 
signed (Zubaran) to make clear the feelings 
and the attitude of the Constitutionalists, 
and indeed the people of Mexico, toward the 
United States. 

“The United States and Mexico have 
friendly and peaceful relations which not 
only the Constitutionalists but the vast ma- 
jority of the people of Mexico propose to 
maintain. Such relationg should not be af- 
fected by the acts of Huerta since they do 
not voice the real sentiment of the nation. 

** Consequently, it will be the purpose of 
the Constitutionalists to strive to continue 
unaltered those relations between the people 
of the two republics, and to resolve all dif- 
ferences in the same spirit. 


Mexican People Friends of U. S&P? 

The first chief feels that the government 
of this nation entertained sentiments iden- 
tical with those of the people of Mexico. 
This conviction on his part is based on the 
confidence in the spirit of justice and the 
high moral principles which have always in- 
spired the acts of the president and the sec- 
retary of state. Both are esteemed as the 
incarnation of the virtues of the American 
people. 

He also feels that the policy followed and 
to be followed in his struggle against the 
usurper Huerta, in giving due protection to 
the lives and property of all American citi- 
zens and all foreigners, who maintain strict 
neutrality, is a manifest assurance of both 
the purpose and ability of the Constitution- 
alists to discharge the international obliga- 
tions of Mexico within the territory which 
they may now and will hereafter control. 

“ Pursuant to his instructions, the under- 
signed (Zubaran) embraces this opportunity 
to express the sentiments of persona! friend- 
liness and the appreciation with which the 
first chief is animated for the president of the 
United States and the secretary of state. 


TWO AMERICAN MINERS SLAIN 
IN BRUSH WITH MEXICAN BAND. 


Two Others Seriously Wounded While 
Defending Property Near Guadala- 
jara from Federal Attack. 


San Diego, Cal., May 8.—Two Americans 
were killed and two seriously wounded while 
defending the Cinco mine stamp mill near 
Guadalajara from an attacking force of 
Federals, according to a telegram received 
by H. E. Crawford from British Consul Percy 
Holmes today. 

No names were mentioned in the dispatch 
which stated that fifteen other Americans 
engaged in mining pursuits near Guadala- 
jara have embarked for San Diego on the 
steamer Cetriana at Manzanillo. 

The Cinco mines are among the largest in 
Mexico.

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J. M. Patterson Tells Work of 


Army Corps in Cleaning 
Up Vera Cruz. 


BRINGS LIFE, NOT DEATH. 


U. S. Occupation Always Has 
Left People Better Off as 
to Sanitation. 


BY JOSEPH MEDILL PATTERSON. 

Vera Cruz, May 4, via Galvesten, May 8. 
The American army of occupation here 
earries death in one hand and life in the 
(tber. Perhaps no bedy of men is better 
equipped to kill Mexicans with bullets and 
gave them from bacilli than the Fifth brigade 
under Funston. 

The paradox in deal'ng with people of a 
civilization 500 years earlier than our own is 
that we so often first must kill a number to 
gave a far greater number later. It was so 
in Cuba, the Philippines, Porto Rico, Nica- 
ragua, Panama, and it will be so in Mexico 
if the army moves. 

The chief of the health department of the 
army of occupation is Dr. Frederick M. Hart- 
sook, with the rank of major. He is middle 
aged, rather bald, dark, hook nosed, tem- 
peramentally a promoter. He could sell 
shares in sea water gold to a national bank, 
but the line he carries is health to sick 
places, with bayonets for letters of introduc- 
tion. He served in Cuba, Porto Rico, China, 
the Philippines. 


Effective Contrast Offered. 
It is an effective contrast to see/Maj. Hart- 
took at mess with his brother efficers, all in 
the same brown uniforms, indistinguishable 
from each other in manner and appearance, 
and to realize that they have come here to 
kill and he to save—and to further realize 
that unless they had come for their purpose 
he could not have come for his—and to 
further realize that within even a short 
period of years he and Dr. G. M. Guiteras, in 
charge of public health in Vera Cruz, will 
gave more lives than the soldiers possibly 
can take. 
Dr. Guiteras is probably the greatest yellow 
fever expert in the world, which means the 
greatest mosquito man, and therefore 
‘malaria man, in the world. He started today 
with a band of forty assistants, young doc- 
tors and assistants, to cover with a thin 
fim of petrol all standing water in Vera 
Cruz, and to cover all cisterns. This will 
eliminate the mosquito, not every single mos- 
quito, but it will reduce them below the dan- 
ver point, and with the mosquito will go 
Zalaria and yellow fever. 


Adopted American Plan. 
“Vera Cruz,” said Maj. Hartsook today, 
“Santos, Brazil, and Guayaquil, Ecuador,

low fever. Six years ago, at the request of 
the United States—this may be a bit of his- 
tory not generally known—Mexico under- 
took to eradicate yellow fever from Vera 
Cruz on the lines successfully employed by 
us in Cu 
Dr. Liceaga, an excellent Mexican phy- 
sician, came down here to fight the thing. 
He succeeded. There has been no yellow 
fever since 1909, though it is down the Mexi- 
eam coast again th several ports and creep- 
ing up. The Brasilians also took a leaf 
"out of the book. Santos i# clé@z, but Guaya- 
auf remains rotten with yellow Jack. 


¢ “Havana Work Set the Pace. 
. “This triumph is directly ours; our work 
in Havand set the pace for Latin-America. 
In 1908, when we left Cuba, there was not a 
case in the island, owing chiefly to the mon- 
umental work of Dr. Guiteras. But in 1906, 
when we returned for the second interven- 
tlon, yellow fever had returned. There were 
& few cases, which we soon cleaned up, and 
on our second exit left the place clean again. 
“The bugbear of our armies in the past has 
been typhoid. We fear it no longer because 
of the inoculation process. 
Major,“ I asked, “ what of the story that 
the typhoid inoculation produces a liability 
to tuberculosis?” 


Scouts Tuberculosis Liability. 
“During fourteen months at Galveston, 
With from 5,000 troops up, all of whom were 
inoculated,” he replied, we sent three men 
to Fort Bayard, N. M., with turberculosis. 
This is far less than the proportion among 
uninoculated persons. In the same time we 
# had not one typhoid case, though the men 
Were under canvas all the time in the slush 


. during the same time, there were from fifty 
to sixty cases. 
“ Contrast this. with 1898, when 12,000 
pS were stationed for four months at 
Jacksonville. Of theze, 260 took typhoid 
and 480 died. We feel safe that we did our 
dest. As far as typhoid is concerned all our 
bayonets will be on the firing line; none in 
the hospital. 


2 Holds Malaria Is Different. 
’ “Malaria is different. Fifteen per cent 
of the deaths in Vera Cruz last year were 
this cause. Malaria is a mosquito 
ease like yellow jack and 80, of course, 
eng in the rainy season. There is a 
inch precipitation in this territory in 
May; fourteen in June; thirteen in July: 
in August; and about eight in Sep- 
r. these are the sickly months. But 
we already have started on the warpath, 
Guiteras and his sanitary army of forty, 
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enormous casualty Ust 
mosquitos. 

“I believe we can get malaria out of 
Vera Cruz within a year if they give us a 
chance and it has been here for forty years. 
I already have ordered three grains of 
quinine for every American soldier here, the 
dose to be doubled with the coming of the 
rain. 


among undorn 


Will Boil the Water. 
“Another disease of the country is 
amoebic dysentery. Its germs find lodge- 
ment in bad water. Here we are taking no 
precautions against it, should we be ordered 
out into the country we shall boil the 
water at least until we reach the highlands 
where we find god water again. 
But in the highlands we shall find typhus, 
which is absent here. Typhus is our acute 
infectious disease and extremely fatal, the 
mortality running to 60 per cent. Itisa 
filth disease, being. communicated by body 
lice and bedbugs. The deaths in Mexico City 
alone from this cause sometimes reach 000 
a month, still we can clean it up airight— 
if we get the chance. It would be a matter 
of three or four years, however. Dr. Picketts 
of the marine hospital service lost his life 
in the study of typhus not so long ago, but 
we have his data. 


Cerebro Spinal Meningitis Feared. 

There is likewise a good deal of cerebro 
spinal meningitis right here in Vera Cruz, 
probably brought by the transfer of diseased 
Rebel prisoners from the north. The Mex- 
ican military barracks here were rotten with 
it, and we now have a guard over it to pre- 
vent entrance. 
“Tuberculosis causes one-fourth of the 
deaths in Vera Cruz. Our immediate meth- 
od of fighting it, of course, is by disinfectants. 
for a more fundamental remedy the people 
should be better fed and freed from malaria, | 
those who are zun down and anemic are 
far more liable to consumption. 


Are Whitewashing Buildings, 
“One difficulty we find in fumigation 18 
the open faced character of all the buildings 
here, making it hard to retain the gas; we 
are therefore resorting largely to white- 
washing. Smallpox here is chronic and now 
epidemic.” 

„How many of our men are in the hos- 
pital?“ I asked. 

‘Fourteen at present,” he said. “ But 
none of their troubles started here, mostly 
surgical, fractures, and 80 on. There was 
one amusing case—a buck fighting soldier, a 
private named Mike McGarry. He had ex- 
opthalmic goitre and I gave him a transfer 
card to the hospital at Galveston. When we 
had been a day out at sea he turned up on 
the transport a stowawey. 

„ Major,’ he said, ‘for the love of God 
let me die in the firing line; I know I got to 
die anyway.’ 

“*So I didn't prefer charges. A man 
with that much nerve deserves his chance. 
Hope he'll be strong enough to get to the 
firing line when the time comes. Of course 
it isn’t a contageous disease, or naturally I 
shouldn't permit it.“

One goes to a down- 
town restaurant to eat, but at the four 
places now having licenses eating is merely 
incidental. One goes to them for drinking 
and amusement.

Section 2 of the cabaret ordinance reads 
as follows: 

No person, firm, or corporation, either 
as owner, lessee, manager, officer, or 
agent of a restaurant or public place 
of refreshment, conducted in any other 
place than a licensed d¢mance hall, 
shall conduct a dance of the patrons 
therein or suffer or permit the patrons 
of the same to indulge in dancing 
while the said place or the room 
in which the said dancing is indulged in 
„As open to the general public as 
a place where the public may pur 
chase refreshments. 

The building code regulations place dance 
halls in class IVb in the rating of buildings. 
Section 382, paragraph b, reads as follows: 

No amusement license shell be issued 
for any room used for the purposes of 
class IVb unless the commissioner of 
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Good Shepherd.

Te records of neither Huerta nor Villa 
im s the American mind as commend- 
ai» But both must be studied from the 
siandpoint of Mexican conditions. We 
cannot view them without indignation and 
repulsion, but the men who control the 
national policy at this time ought to consider 
primarily probable results, not motives. 
Recognition of Huerta, support, direct or 
indirect, of Villa, should be considered 
chiefly from the standpoint of their ability 
to bring about a durable peace. The refusal 
to recognize Huerta was justified as state- 
craft only because of the belief that Huerta 
could not bring about a durable peace; that 
he represented interests and policies the es- 
tablishment of which would leave the under- 
lying evils of Mexico untouched, and there- 
fore breed perpetual revolt. Huerta’s 
moral character is a proper consideration 
only as an element in this problem. The 
characters of Villa and Carranza are rel- 

vant only from the same standpoint. 

Nevertheless, it is coming to be more and 
more important to consider the results of 
Constitutionalist success and our part in 
bringing it about. We may theorize all we 
please about the legal justification of our 
action at Vera Cruz, the fact is outstand- 
ing that it is working to the advantage of 
Carranza and Villa, and if the report as to 
the approach of shipments of arms and 
munitions to Tampico is true, we soon 
hall have before us in an unescapable

STORY that has the power to amuse 

as well as to entertain is Humfrey 

Jordan's “CARMEN AND MR, 

DRYASDUST"” (Putnam's). She who 

is known as Carmen is a young 
woman, clever, beautiful, and through and 
through a woman, with a determined 
will and a full knowledge of how to 
use her charms to attain her end. She mar- 
ries a learned biologist of the University 
of Cambridge, but, as she secretly deapises 
the Cambridge atmosphere and the ideals 
for which the dons and masters expend 
their life's blood, she sets about to effect an 
enormous change in her husband's ambitions 
and mode of life. 

And she accomplishes the seemingly im- 
possible, with every reason to be proud of 
the transformation she has wrought in the 
man she learns to love because he is 80 
pliable to her touch. But while making an 
academician more human, she also makes 
it possible for herself to enter into her hus- 
band's work and to share in his intellectual 
_ diversions. There are many skiliful char- 
acterizations in the novel, there is plenty of 
humor and merriment, and at the same time 
there is a subtle understanding of human 
nature and motives.

Very real persons and very human emo- 


tions fill the pages of Harvey J. O Higgins 
collection of short stories, SILENT SAM ” 
(the Century company). The persons are 
simple folk, for the most part the poor of 
New York's east side; the emotions are 
homely, universal ones, which nevertheless 
have a strong dramatic significance as they 
are described by Mr. O“ Higgins. The reader 
enters into these emotions as if experiencing 
them himself; he sympathizes with Silent 
Sam,” who gives the title to the book, a man 
sacrificed by political graft to save the men 
higher up; he appreciates the feelings of 
mother, son, and fiancée in His Mother: 
understands the pride of the poor woman 
of Lovers’ Meeting, and so throughout 
the whole eighteen stories that comprise the 
volume. In short, the stories are not the 
ephemeral kind that are read, enjoyed, and 
forgotten, but possess something of the per- 
manence of human documents.

Mrs. Helen R. Martin's “ BARNABETTA . 
(the Century company), a story of the Dutch 
of Pennsylvania, has a charm all its own. 
And it has plenty of ebullient humor, which, 
while provoking the reader's merriment, 
touches his heart with its peculiar quality of 
pethos. Barnabetta is a maiden of 17, the 
household drudge of her father and two 
older brothers, until the former brings home 
his second wife. This woman, considerably 
past middle age, possesses the singular at- 
traction, in Mr. Dreary’s eyes, of having an 
income of a thousand dollars a year. What 
he did not see was that she was a woman of 
resolute character and rare tact, able to man- 
age her obstreperous husband and recalci- 
trant stepsons as well as her own money. 
To the men her advent meant almost the dis- 
ruption of the home, but to poor Barnabetta, 
stupid through overwork and cowed into sub- 
mission by the masculine element of the 
household, she opened up a new life, beauti- 
ful beyond belief. As a result Barnabetta 
blessomed forth into a beautiful, charming 
woman of fine character. She is irresistible 
as the heroine, and the story woven about her 
will be adjudged almost unanimously excep- 
tionally entertaining.

An interesting and eprightly story is Isabel 
Gordon Curtis’ THE CONGRESSWOM- 
AN (Browne & Howell company, Chicago). 
It relates the experiences of a widow left 
more than comfortably well-off, who not only 
joined the ranks of the suffragets, but was 
elected to represent the Tenth district of 
Oklahoma in congress. It tells of her social 
and political experiences in Washington, and 
is rounded out with a romance which prom- 
ises more happiness for the woman than 
she has known before. The novel is read- 
able and, of course, very much up to date, 
but it is not as convincing or thoroughly en-

Play of “Chitra.” 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 
HITRA,” a play by Rabindranath 
6 6 Tagore (The Macmillan company), 
is a parable after a fashion, in 
which is followed the course of 
love. Chitra, the daughter of the 
king of Manipur, being the only child, has 
been reared as if she was a Son. She follows 
the chase, she is trained for war, and in all 
things puts aside the allure and languor of a 
high born woman and concerns herself with 
action. She is benevolent and cares for the 
people in her father’s country, and thinks 
upon the virtues, not the charms of man. 

Then Arjuna, a prince of the house of 
Kurus, who, for penance, is living as a hermit 
in the forest, meets her and she loves him. 
In the frank ardor of her love she visits 
him, hoping to compel his devotion, but 
though she has put aside her man’s gear and 
made herself wonderful with fabrics and 
jewels, he graciously rejects her. She then 
appeals to the gods of love and youth to make 
her beautiful. This they do; and the love of 
the proud and noble Arjuna is won. For a 
year the lovers live apart, wrapped in the 
glory of love, but Chitra is tormented always 
with the thought that he has not loved her for 
herself, but for her brief beauty—for the gift 
of her peerless face and form {fg but for a 
year. She feels that her essential self has 
been insulted by her act, and that nothing 
will content her until this self is recognized 
and loved. 

Arjuna is made acquainted with this trang 
formation at last, and he, too, is made yet 
more profoundly happy by moving from the 
world of sense into the world of soul. The 
book closes on a high note of marital joy, but 
Tagore's note of introduction says that Ar- 
juna abode with Chitra only until their son 
was born, and then, with a parting kiss of 
affection, he wandered on, in search of other 
life experiences. For he was a traveler, who 
viewed the world with an inquiring and phil- 
osophic eye. The play isfinely idyliic.

“SPRAYS OF SHAMROCK ” is the title 
appearing upon Clinton Scollard's latest book 
of poetry—a title which covers a fair sized 
vojume of Irish verse. Weare back, to our 
surprise, with Maeve and her company, and 
are, to tell the truth, distinctly irritated at 
being so. Mr. Scollar's Irish laments and 
Irish love songs are all very well, as poems 
“From Derry to Kerry,” Donegal. 
Nightfall in Sugo.“ On Caragh Lake,“ 
and the others, are good reading. Mr. Scol- 
lard understands the making of excellent 
verse and no one questions it, but a book of 
Irish songs certainly does seem a strained 
performance on his part. Ireland belongs to 
the Irish—God bless ‘em—and New York 
state, one of the proudest empires in the 
world, belongs to Mr. Scollard.

Cable’s country, or Mr. Scollard’s country, 
we would all be curiously provoked and die- 
turbed. There is a heart's country, and it is 
a good place for a man to stayin. Let it be 
added once more, that no fault is found with 
Mr. Scolliard’s verse: It seems to be all right.

R. LIBERTY H. BAILEY has begun 
the stupendous task of rewriting in 
enlarged form his monumental en- 
cyclopedia on horticulture. It is 
fourteen years since the first vol- 

ume of the original issue in four volumes 
appeared. This has passed through severa! 
editions with changes and additions, but now 
the Macmillan company has begun to issue 
“THE STANDRD ENCYCLOPEDIA OF 
HORTICULTURE ” tn six volumes, the first 
of which is just upon the market. 

Although founded upon the former com- 
pllation it is a new work with enlarged scope. 
The geographic boundaries have been en 
larged and much of the flora of Hawaii, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines has been included, 
as well as a fuller treatment given to tie 
plants of southern Florida, California, and 
the southernmost areas of the United States. 

The method of the work turns about two 
purposes, the identification of species and the 
cultivation of plants. The latter as a manual 
of practice is especially emphasized. The 
many and varied plants of North America 
call for careful specializing in a work of thse 
sort. The cultural details are not directions 
so much as statements of standard practice, 
and this practice must be modified in differ- 
ent localities in the culture of the same 


plant. 


Special effort seems to have been made 
by Mr. Bailey to secure the best cultural al- 
vice for the plants requiring pecullar or par- 
ticular handling, and this appears in the dis- 
cussion of the different crops and plants, and 
in the large number of class articles prepared 
for the cultivator and designer. 

Volume one contains over 600 double col- 
umn pages, and is illustrated with 700 cuts. 
When the six volumes are read The Stand- 
ard Encyclopedia of Horticulture can 
stand for many yéars before needing revi- 
sion, as the most accurate and complete 
authority there is on the subject.

HARPER S BOOK FOR YOUNG GAR- 
DENERS,” by H. Hyatt Verrill, although 
designed for amateurs, is far from. being 
amateurish in its performance. Asa matter 
of fact, there are few manuals which cover 
the subject more thoroughly and practically 
than this. There is nothing left untold about 
any phaseof gardening. With its interesting 
text and its photographs itis enough to drive 
the reader to dig up his back yard.

Illinois Music Teachers 


to Standardize Methods. 


BY GLENN DILLARD. GUNN. 
HE most important feature of the pro- 
gram which outlines the activities of the 


Illinois Music Teachers’ convention next 


Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Fri- 
day in Aurora is headed “ special business 
meeting for consideration of report of commit- 
tee on plans for state examination of music 
teachers.” This will take place at 10 o'clock oa 
Wednesday morning. It represents a’ belated 
effort on the part of Illinois music teachers to 
get in line with the progressive movement that 
has stirred the profession throughout the nation. 
As it happens, the music teachers of Ohio 
convening at the same time will consider the 
same question; and within the next month it 
will be passed upon by the organizations of Mis- 
sourl, Iowa, Indiana, and other states. It 18 
only here that state examination and supervi- 
sion of the profession is sought. In Ohio they 
will consider the plan already successfully in 
operation in Minnesota, whereby the music 
teachers through their association have begun 
to standardize methods by means of examina- 
tions, to which they submit voluntarily. 
eo N 
Standardization of teaching methods is a far 
simpler problem than appears at first glance. 
It already has been accomplished for the piano 
teacher in such a detailed and comprehensive 
pedagogic work as “ The Progressive Series of 
Piano Lessons,” edited by Godowsky, Sauer, 
Mathews, and others, Allen Spencer has pub- 
lished a condensation of teaching methods which 
covers about one-fourth of the ground in one- 
fifth as many chapters. There are a dozen other 
works less recent and less catholic. For the 
singers the library of reference works on mat- 
ters pedagogic is larger still, with the books of 
Mme. Lilli Lehmann and Plunket Greene as the 
works most generally acknowledged. 
It is by such recognized works as these that 
Ohio teachers propose to set their stand- 
| ards. From puch material they will prepare 
their examination questions. As this material 


is available to all the method seems simple, 


elastic, and free from all hints of political in- 


terference. The sentiment among the leading 
teachers of Illinois is against state examina- 
tion and control, but strongly in favor of the 
Minnesota plan of voluntary examination un- 
der the supervision of the State Teachers’ as- 
sociation, such examinations to lead to the 
granting of certificates in various grades by 
the same organization. 


„

|| Domestic Relations Court 
Cares for 61,000 People. 


IXTY-ONB THOUSAND people have 
come to Chicago's Court of Domestic Re- 
lations during the year in which Judge 
Joseph Z. has presided over that 

branch of the Municipal court. Judge 

Uhlir probably will heave a sigh of relief as he 

quits the domestic relations court at noon today. 

“Many of the people who confer with Miss 

Carolyn Grimsby, social .ecretary of the court, 

are —— to various organizations which at- 

tend to their needs,” said Judge Uhlir yesterday. 

“Only a third of the people who apply for war- 

rants get them.

Four thousand cases were tried and in more 

them the husband and wife 
were reconciled and the children did not learn 
the awful lessons and the barren tragedies that 
would have been impressed on their minds if 
their homes had been broken up. Women who 
come for divorces are told, ‘You have come to 
the place. This is a 
vorce but of union.’ 

“ Thirteen hundred and seventy-seven defend- 
ants were put on predation, all but three of 
them signing their individual bonds. One hun- 
dred thousand dollars has been paid into the 
court during the last year, to be turned over to 
the wives and children of the defendants. This 
does not include the amount paid directly to the 
beneficiaries, which would bring the total to 
$250,000.” 8 


— 
Judge Uhlir indorsed the legislative measure 
advocated by Hamlin Gari the novelist, 


which would give children born out of wedlock 


the full legal rights of legitimate children. 

“At present the father of an illegitimate 
child pays the woman $100 the first year and 
$50 in each of the nine succeeding years,” 
Judge Uhlir declared. Five hundred and fifty 
dollars in all for the support of a child! 

“I would have the statute changed so that 
the father would be compelled to support thea 
child entirely until it was able to care for it- 
self. The child should get the name of the 
father and have a share in the inheritance of 
property equal to that enjoyed by legitimate 
children. So far as law can do it, the child 
should be made legitimate. 


— 

“Yes, I'm glad to get out of this court. I 
have sat often to 7 and 8 o'clock at night, with 
only a few minutes during the day to snatch a 
bite to eat. My home is packed every evening 
with people who come to ask me about their 
domestic troubles.” 

Judge Sheridan B. Fry. now at the Maxwell 
street court, who made the Speeders’ court of 
Chicago famous, will succeed Judge Ulir in the 
Court of Domestic Relations.

ECIPES are sometimes to be found in 
strange and unexpected places. In a 
great museum, where archzology, zoil- 
ogy, anthropology, ornothology, botany, 
etc., are represented, a recipe can be 
be found. It was put there by one who had 
gathered the food and cooked it at home times 
without number; by one who found it, in fact, 
on his way to the museum through the park. 

The museum specimen which this recipe ac- 
companies is the inky mushroom, sometimes 
called ink cap. The description reads: 

“This always interesting and always deli- 
cately edible mushroom is common to the 
United States, where it grows singly or in 
clusters on rich soils, lawns, dumps where 
ashes have been scattered, or in gardens or 
roadways. It appears spontaneously after 
heavy rains. Its character of breaking down 
into inklike liquid is not decay, simply its 
method of ripening and shedding its spores. 
There is no mushroom of greater delicacy, 
though many have higher flavor. 

“TO COOK THEM.—tTrim the stems, wash 
through several waters, drain in colander. 
spread in baking pan, season and butter, cover 
with another pan, and bake moderately for 
twenty-five minutes. Add cream; bring to 
boiling point, dish on toast.” 

The precaution needs to be given in refer- 
ence to cooking mushrooms in this fashion, 
as in cooking them in the frying pan or chaf- 
ing dish, not to use too much butter. ‘The 
flavor is delicate and can easily be drowned 
in butter.

“Some of them are good to eat; do you 
know that? said‘one museum visitor to an- 
other. Both were well dressed and intelligent 
individuals, but they just barely knew that 
mushrooms were edible, 

The knowledge of mushrooms, indeed, seems 
as sporadic and isolated as the mushrooms 
themselves. Quite unlettered people, who al- 
most universally say “ musheroon,” may know 
far more about this food than those who can 
afford to pay the highest market price for 
what is now a common and generally an ex- 
pensive market product. Then, again, the up- 
spring food of garden patch and lawn and 
riverside of this tribe is hardly observed, and 
its worth entirely unknown. 

The most commen mushroom, often called 
the English mushroom, is often very abund-— 
ant in the spring on lawns. The description 


with the museum model of it reads: 


inhabitant of roadsides, 


“A cosmopolitan 
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pastures, and rich, grassy places; also widely 
cultivated as a table delicacy. Ita cultiva- 
tion occupies cellars, caves, and abandoned 
mines and pits. This is the most widely 
eaten of all the mushrooms. A relation of 
methods of cooking and preparing it for the 
table would require a volume.” 
— 


In the April number of that English cook 
ing magazine, Food and Cookery, there is an 
‘article with the title, “A Story About Mush- 
rooms.” It begins: 

“Mushrooms are in season! How do we 
know? Walk through the shipping streets of 
the rich and wealthy in the West End, and 
then through the streets of the East End, the 
home of our poor, and then roam about our 
suburbs, where our middle class reside, and 
everywhere you will see mushrooms exposed 
for sale. That is why we know they are in 
season, and very good, indeed, they are just 
now, cook them how you please, and there 
are almost as many ways to cook them as 
there are to cook eggs. 

“Unless mushrooms can be warranted as 
garden produce, it is in vain to set them be- 
fore a Frenchman; the mouth may water and 
the palate may smack, for it is in human na- 
ture to suffer temptation, but the head will 
shake a firm negative. But with us it is not 
so. Place wild ones deliciously grilled, bathed 
in butter, powdered with blended pepper and 
salt, and served as a side dish, they are forked 
up and devoured before you have time to look 
ut them twice. We find delicious mushreoms 
in our English pastures and meadows, and we 
also grow them. Our wild mushrcoms, inky 
toadstools and cotton-wooly-puff-balls and 
feathery morels help to make ketchup.” 

— 


The silver spoon test is not an infallible one 
for mushrooms and toadstools. There is no 
doubt that any one of these which will turn a 
spoon black is poisonous, but it has been 
proved that some which will not do so have 
proved fatal. 

It is possible to learn mushrooms by study- 
ing books, and the government has put out 
s0me valuable material on the subject. But 
it is best to follow the mushroom gatherer 
and let him teach you what he knows. You 
will perhaps in all cases find him highly con- 
servative, not always intelligently so, but you 
may be pretty sure that he knows the worth 
of what he chooses for his own eating. 

It does seem a pity that this free gift 
of nature should not be more widely utilized 
among us.

CONSULS SEE GOOD TRADE

American Representatives Meet Chi- 
cago Business Men and Tell of In- 
creasing Demand for U. 8.

Market prospects for American products 
are excellent in Norway, according to Wal- 
ter A. Leonard, American consul at Stavan- 
ger, and B. M. Rasmussen, American consul 
at Bergen, Norway. The two consuls ar- 
rived in Chicago yesterday on their annual 
trip to the United States in the interest of 
trade relations between the United states and 
the northern European kingdom.

ENDS INCOME SCHEDULING 
WITH 9,100 TAX RETURNS. 


Collector of Internal Revenue, De- 
layed by Incorrect Filings, Sends 
Last Batch of Reports to Capital. 


Collector of Internal Revenue Samuel M. 
Fitch yesterday wound up all work con- 
nected with the filing of schedules for income 
tax by sending to Washington 8,000 individ- 
val income tax schedules. Most of these were 
filed in February and March, but were de- 
layed on account of being filled out incor- 
rectly by the prospective taxpayers. 

Mr. Fitch also sent to the commissioner of 
internal revenue 1,100 corporation tax sched- 
ules. Ninety per cent of the income tax re- 
turns sent were filled out incorrectly, ac- 
cording to Collector Fitch.
